We can buy healthy cattle and 
jargely keep them so if we will supply 
pure air and sunshine as well as food 
and watet. :

DAIRY WISDOM. 


Remember there will be no advance- 
ment, no upgrading, unless you have 


animal at the head of your herd that is 
obtainable. Improvement only comes 
through the superior qualities of the 
males used, 

Have a wrench, a screwdriver and a 
stnall hammer just for use around the 
separator and other buttermaking ma- 
chinery and never use them for any 
other purpose. : 

Just because it’s colder and you may 
not be able to smell the odors from the 
cream separator so plainly, don’t imag- 
ine that it doesn’t need just as careful 
cleaning, ; 

Because the cow falls off in milk it 
does not always follow that she is sick, 
There may be something wrong with 
her feed.. Look into that. Often it is 
the man and not’the cow at all, 

Do nof under any circumstances feed 
hay or fodder while milking. 

The filthy cow stable makes itself 
known in the flavor Of the milk. 

Manage your cows so you can know 
where a shrinkage takes place. 

It is not always necessary to buy ex- 
pensive stock to Improve your dairy. 

Exposure te storms and cold causes 
a shrinkage that cannot be fully re- 
stored. 

Expensive barns and stables are not 
necessary for the production of sani- 
tary milk. Common sense, cleanliness 
and quick cooliug are the three main 
points. . 

Some people salt the cows as they 
make good resolations—only occasion- 
ally. Do it regularly and do it weil.— 
Kimball's Dairy Parmer. 

In some cases where cows have been 
milking for. a long time there is some 
difficulty in churning. The addition of 
one or two fresh cows in the milking 
herd will often overcome the difficulty. 
—Farm Journal.

They were. not allowed to 
move from one part of the country to 
lanother without leave, they could not 
own a foot of land, and they could 
‘mever be sure that they might not be 
gold by the great noble they served te 
‘a new master; hence the nobles and 
the people never stood together in 
‘times of danger or disaster.

The best plan 
is to fix the floor in such a way that it 
will accommodate ‘the. cows and give 
them ample room for lying down com- 
fortably; Have the gutter about four 
inches deep aiid built water tight. This 
saves all the liquid manure, keeps the’ 
cows clean and makes it much easier 
to care for the stables and the stoék. 
Handling the Manure. 

The sixth point which comes to my 
mind at this time is an improved meth- 
od in handling the manure. Throwing 


it out,of the window is insanitary and 


often inconvenient,. The manure. piles 
up against the barn, injuring the paint 
and at the same time losing much of 
its value-as a fertilizer. The other

Butter and Milk.

Best When First Made. 

Butter is at its best when first made 
and hence should be delivered. to the 
consumer a8. soon as possible. More 
poor butter and cream come fiom mid- 
dlemen than from. dairymen, and the 
nearer the producer and consumer can 
be brought to each other the better—

Salable Milk. 

The essential points in the handling 
and care of milk and cream are, first, 
cleanliness in every particular in pro- 
ducing milk; second, strict observance 
in keeping the apartments where ‘the 
cows are housed properly ventilated; 
third, for cream, use separator when 
five or more cows are kept, and wash 
the separator every time it is used and 
keep the cream sweet until wanted for 
use. For, milk, cool it as soon after 
milking as can be done conveniently 
and avoid mixing warm milk with cold. 
This rule applies to milk for cheese as 
well as market milk, Aerating milk is 
probably the most effective, but cool- 
ing In cold water if properly done, with 
a supply of ice, will fill the bill.—W, BL

Every pail, can, 
churn, ladle, package, cloth and worker 
must be scrupulously free from any- 
thing which will impart a taint to the 
fiolshed product, The hands especially 
must be clean. '

When the liberal party. met at 
Ottawa in 1893 and framed, its ‘fa- 
mous Ottawa Platform it hit apon 
some grand idéas. 

For instance, it ‘viewed «with 
alarm” an annual expenditure of 
30 nfillion ‘dollars by the Conserya- 
tive government, Supplementing 
and explaining this clause whilst 
stumping the country, Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier said he could promise that 
if the Liberals got into power they 
would cut it down many millions— 
four millions at the least. 

Fourteen years have ‘passed 
since these “views with alarm” 
and promises of economy were 
handed out; “We have these Lib- 
erals in power with an expenditure 
of 126 millions, Instead of 4: mil- 
lions less the outlay is four times 
as much as it was in 1893. 

This is not all, _The govern- 
ment finds it so hard to borrow 
money to renew the country’s debt 
as it falls due that short term 
notes are being given eat present 
for many millions. Yet, scarce as 
money is, and bard as it is to bor- 
row on favorable terms, the Liber- 
government is spending 26 millions 
this year more than the revenues, 
and this will all have to be borrowed.
